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the last days of peace, the “tragedy” of Adolf Hitler and side- 
lights of “yes men” around the Fuehrer. 


The 12,006-word white paper 
stressed repeatedly that Hitler 
alone made the decision to go to 
war, Sir Nevile wrote that 
“though he spoke of his artistic 
tastes and his longing to satisfy 
them, I derived the impression 
that the corporal of the last war 
was even more anxious to prove 
what he could do as a conquering 
generalissimo in the next.” 

Of Hitler's personality, he asserted 
“Geniuses are strange creatures and 
Herr Hitler, among other  para- 
doxes, is a mixture of long-headed 
calculation and violent and arrogant 
impulse provoked by resentment.”

Lord Riverdale, head of the British air 
training mission to Canada, confirms what 
has been already stated in official quar- 
ters as to the plan to make this Dominion 
the training base for Empire fliers. The 
Scheme, he says, when operating fully 
may turn out from 25,000 to 30,000 train- 
ed pilots, observers, gunners and wireless 
operators per year, a steady stream of say 
2,000 of these fully qualified air-fighters 
every month. 

Canada’s air force personnel now com- 
prises about 4,000 officers and men. Ap- 
proximately 15,000 will be required, for in- 
structional and other work, when the 
training schools are all in action. And in 
the course of a year five or six times as 
many airmen as there now are in all Can- 
ada will be fitted to take up the argument 
with the Nazi fliers. 

The figures give some outline, though 
only a hazy one, of the immensity of the 
scheme, and suggest the vitally important 
role that is being assigned to Canada. This 
new development is not just a side-under- 
taking, which could be as well carried on 
somewhere else. It is a major part of the 
Allied war policy, and Canada is chosen 
as the base of operations because of its 
favorable location and of the adaptability 
Canadians have shown for aviation in war 
and peace. 

The cost of this great air force expan- 
sion is placed at $700,000,000 a year 
when going at full blast. Britain and the 
Dominions are not proposing to spend all 
that money on something of minor im- 
portance. An overwhelming air force is 
to be built up because that is seen to be 
necessary to success; and it is to be built 
up in Canada because this is the place 
where it can be done to the best advant- 

age. 

Bearing in mind the dependence the 
Nazi power is placing upon its air bombers 
and raiders, and the high efficiency these 
have attained, it may be that the issue of 
the conflict will be decided on the training 
fields in Canada. 


Mr. A. E. Warren, vice-president of the 
Canadian National Railways in charge of 
western lines, was well known in Edmon- 
ton ard throughout western Canada. His 
death leaves a gap the ranks of those 
who played important parts in railway de- 
velopment during the early years of the 
century, and removes one of the key-men 
of the National Railways’ organization.

Can the Siegfried Line Stand 
Shelling? 


How strong is the Slegfried Line? 

From the first day that the Germans began 
building their “West Wall,” intelligence agents, 
particularly of the French, have sought the 
answer. The fact that answers have not been 
divulged in the press—and that the character and 
equipment of the German line remains a mystery 
to the public—does not mean that the Allied 
command is ignorant of the major outline of the 
Nazi fortifications. 

But at the same time there are many things 
that cannot be found out without the explora- 
tion of preliminary combat. This, to a large 
degree, explains the “delay” in the offensive on 
the Western Front. 

For it must be understood that the term 
“line” is, in itself, something of a misnomer. The 
position is not a line of forts, pillboxes, trenches, 
and the like. It is a zone of varying width and 
probably reaching back as much as 30 miles from 
the frontier at some points. It extends from the 
Swiss border near Basel, running north along the 
frontier on the east bank of the Rhine river to- 
ward Karlsruhe, paralleling the French Maginot 
Line. At this point, and still fronting the border 
and French line, it leaves the river, traversing 
the upland region to the west of the Saar, where 
it strikes the Moselle river at the Luxembourg 
border, From here it is out of contact with the 
Maginot Line, with Luxembourg and Belgium 
separating them. Then it swings north once 
more, paralleling the east Luxembourg and Bel- 
gian frontiers, a total distance of some 350 miles. 


Tt is known that the position was laid out 
and the works in it constructed in relative haste. 
In all probability the Siegfried Line is not as 
complete in detail of organization as the Maginot 
Line, to which the French devoted several years 
of intensive preliminary study and thorough 
execution. 

If reports are correct of a shortage of cement 
in Germany, the construction work may not be of 
sufficient strength to withstand the pounding of 
heavy artillery and air bombs. 
he military value of such a position depends 
on several factors. Important among them is 
readiness for defense, shelters, communications, 
and traps to ward off attacks. In addition, it 
should have protective and tactical wire barriers 
to protect small posts from being rushed at short 
range or bombed by grenades. 

Whether the Siegfried Line has all of these is 
surmise, 


It is improbable that the landscape is 
checker-boarded with concealed guns and troop 
positions, but there are certain to be not one but 
several positions 

These successive positions, all generally par- 
allel to one another, with switch positions run- 
ning from parallel to parallel, will follow, so far 
as possible, the features of the terrain. 

Moreover, they will be separated from one 
another, when practicable, by such distance as 
will prevent more than one at a time being taken 
under concentrated fire of attacking artillery. 
This would necessitate that the attacker bring his 
own artillery forward after capturing one posi- 
tion before being able to attack the next. 

From the Swiss border near Base] to Kar 
ruhe, the Rhine River is the frontier between 
France and Germany.

What does this signify? 


That the French will probably find that por- 
tion of the Siegfried Line between Karlsruhe and 
the Saar not so thoroughly organized at the ex- 
tremities named. In other words, the topographi- 
cally weak parts section of the Line may 
be considered being the natural openings 
pierced in it by the Rhine and Moselle river val- 
leys which may well prove to be the heaviest 
fortified sections. It will be noted from recent 
reports that it is precisely here that the French 
are making their greatest efforts at the moment.
